DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment of 2/24/2004. 



Allowed Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9, 10, 12 -15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons fgor asllowance. 
Parkeriasamy (US 5,848,702) teaches a BGA carrier, for an BGA 

article having a first and a second opposed surface. The carrier receives the 
article when the article is in a first orientation. A first cover of the carrier 
contains a first blind aperture for inserting the article, with the first surface 
adjacent to the first cover containing the first blind aperture. A second 
cover of the earner containing a second blind aperture and associated with the 
second surface of the article is placed over and adjacent to the article's second 
surface, thereby enclosing the article when the two apertures are connected. 
When the carrier is manipulated into a second orientation (flipped upside-down), 
the first surface of the article is now exposed after removing the first cover. 

Parkeriasamy does not teach a earner for an article having first and second 
opposed surfaces both of which are generally normal to the periphery of the 
article. Additionally, the carrier comprises: a member, in addition to a first cover 
and a second cover components, which has an article-periphery-conformal 
aperture therethrough. The aperture member receives the article when the 
member is in a first orientation and the first and a second cover components of 
the carrier are removable and used to totally seal the article or cause the 
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aperture member to be blind or closed at one end. 

The prior art does teach or suggest in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a carrier for an article having first and second opposed 
surfaces both of which are generally normal to the periphery of the article, which 
comprises: a member having an article-periphery-conformal aperture 
therethrough, the aperture receiving the article when the member is in a first 
orientation; a first cover removably associated with one side of the member to 
render the aperture a blind aperture into which blind aperture an article is 
insertable with the first surface abutting the first cover and the second surface 
exposed; a second cover removably associated with the another side of the 
member to render the blind aperture a closed aperture in which closed aperture 
an inserted article may be held, the member being manipulate into a second 
orientation wherein the second surface abuts the second cover so that the article 
is presented with the first side surface exposed following removal of the first 
cover.
